ARTICLE  VI.- DTTIKS  OF  OFFK  KKS. 

'Sec.  1.  The  Cha[»Iain,  at  his  earliest 
<'onvenience,  hhall  administer  the  pledjr,.

jnining  the  Association,  and  shall  be  con- 
Milted  upon  all  matters  of  importance. 

2.  The  Piesident  shall  jn-eside  at  the 
•neetings  of  the  Association,  shall  [)reserve 
order  thereat,  .shall  decide  td'  points  of 
<*rder  (subject  to  apj.eal  to  the  dissociation 
at  large,)  shall  see  that  the  business  of  the 
meeting  is  conducted  in  a  proper  manner, 
and  attest  all  bills  ordered  to  be  paid  b\ 
he  Association. 

H.     The  Senior  Vice-President  «hall  per 
form  the  duties  of    the    President    in    the 
absence  of  the  latter,  and  in  the  absence  of 

both  the  Junior  Vice-President    shall    per- 
form them. 
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4.  The  recordiuj^  Secretuiy  shall  coi - 
reotly  lecoi-d  all  the  ]iioceedings  of  the

ARTICLE  XII— FEES  AND  DUES. 

Sec.  L  Every  member  on  his  enrolment 
'shall  pay  an  initation  fee  of  25  cents. 

2.  Every  member  shall  pay  into  the  funds 
the  sum  of  twelve  cents  monthly,  payable 
at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  each  month. 

ARTICLE  XIII.— THE   PLEDGE 

Sec.  1.  Every  member  on  his  initiation 
shall  take  the  following  Pledge  of  Total 
Abstinence  at  the  hands  of  the  Chaplain, 
unless  he  presents  a  certificate  from  a 
Clergyman  that  he  has  already  taken  the 
pledge: 
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"I  promise  with  the  Divine  assistance,  to  abstain 
from  all  Intoxicating  Drinks,  except  used  medicinally 
by  order  of  a  medical  man,  and  to  discontenance  the 
cause  and  practice  of  Intemperance. 

2.  By  taking  the  pledge,  a  member  shall 
be  held  to  bind  himself  to  abstain  not  only 
from  the  use  of  wines,  arderrt  spirits,  ale, 
porter,  ginger  wine,  cider,  lager  beer,  and 
hop  beer,  but  also  from  any  other  drink 
which  he  knows  or  conscientiously  believes 
i^  be  intoxicating. 

3.  The  duration  of  the  Pledge  shall  not 
be  less  than  one  year;  and  on  the  enrol- 
ment of  each  member  he  shall  state  to  the 
Financial  Secretary  the  length  of  time  for 
which  he  has  taken  the  Pledo-e 

4.  All  persons  enrolled  as  members  who, 
ONving  to  the  absence  of  the  Chaplain,  do 
not  take  the  Pledge  on  the  night  of  their 
enrolment,  shall  be  held  to  l)e  morally 
bound  by  the  principles  of  Total  Abstin- 
ence; in  case  any  sucli  ineniher  shall  drink 
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intoxicating  liquors,  he  shall  be  dealt  with 
as  if  he  had  violated  the  formal  Pledge. 

6.  When  the  term  of  hia  Pledge  shall 
have  expired,  any  member  who  desires  to 
continue  his  connection  with  the  Associa- 
tion shall  renew  his  Pledge  for  another 
period;  but  in  case  he  does  not  renew  it 
immediately,  he  shall  still  be  regarded  as  a 
member,  until  he  tenders  a  written  resigna- 
tion of  his  membership,  and  if  any  such 
member  shall  drink  intoxicating  liquors  in 
the  interval  between  the  e)Cj)iration  and  re- 
newal of  his  Pledge,  he  shall  be  dealt  with 
as  the  Constitution  directs  in  the  case  of 
those  who  violate  their  Pledge. 

ARTICLE  XIV. — vioi^iTioN  of  pledge, 

ETC. 

Sec.  1.  Any  meml)er  who  shall  become 
aware  that  another  memf)er  has  violated 
his  Pledge,  or  has  been  guilty  of  any  other 
conduct  calculated  to  hriirj-  disgcttue  u{)oii 
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the  Association  or  injure  its  standing,  shall 
report  the  fact  to  the  Investigating  Comm- 
ittee, and  the  name  of  the  member  giving 
such  information  shall  not  be  revealed  by 
the  Committee,  unless  the  accused  member 
deny  the  charge  before  the  Assooiutioii.^ 

2.  The  said  Committee  shall  immediately 
investigate  the  matter,  and  if  they  find  the 
charge  sustained  shall  present  a  report  to 
that  effect  at  the  n«  xt  meeting  of  the  Asso~ 
ciation;  and  the  Corre>«ponding  Secretary 
shall  previously  notify  the  accused  member 
of  the  intention  of  the  Committee. 

3.  When  the  report  of  the  Committee  is 
presented  at  said  Mpeti:.^,  the  accused 
member,  if  present,  shall  be  called  upon  to 
answer  the  charge.  If  he  acknowledges 
thf"  charge,  the  penalty  provided  for  in  the 
Constitution  shall  be  imposed;  in  case  he 
denies  it,  the  Committee  shall  be  called  on 
to  substantiate  it;  should  he  then  acknow- 
ledge the  charge  he  shall  forthwith  be  ex- 
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pelled;  sliould  1«<. ,  however,    per^i^t    in  his 
denial,    the   Assoeiation    shall    decide    thv 
tjuesti»)n    hy    vote.      Should    the    majority 
deehire  him  {guilty,  he  r<hall  be  expelled. 

4.  If  a  member  is  not  present  when  the 
Committee  present  tlieir  report,  it  shall  lie 
on  the  table  ft)r  one  week,  and  if  he  d(x*s 
not  answer  the  ehar«ie  at  the  next  rejjular 
meetintr,  unless  it  be  proved  to  the  sati>' 
faction  o^  t1»e  Chairman  that  hs  is  ill  or 
absent  fiom  the  city,  he  shall  be  adjudged 
guilty  anfl  the  prescribe<l  |)enalty  impose* I. 

T).  The  })enalty  for  the  first  violation  of 
ihe  Pledj'e  shall  be  a  fine  of  twentv-tiv*' 
cents;  for  tlie  second  such  offence  a  tine  of 
tiftv  cents,  and  for  the  thii<l  offence  ex- 
pulsion.  Anyj)eison  who  has  been  expell- 
«'rl  for  the  third  offence  cannot  join  a^ain 
unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  niembei^ 
juesent. 

b.    The  i»e!)altv   for   anv    offence  tendinu" 
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to  disgrace  the  Association  or   injure   itw 
standing  shall  be  immediate  expulsion. 

7.  If  a  member  fined  as  al)ove  does  not 
renew  his  pledge  and  pay  his  tine  within  a 
week,  he  shall  be  exjielled. 

ARTICLE    XV.  — FORFEITURK  OK 
MEMBERHHII'. 

Sec.  I.  Any  member  who  shall  become 
six  months  in  arrears  for  his  monthly  dues 
shall  forfeit  his  membership,  and  his  name 
shall  be  erased  from  the  Roll  of  the  Ajjso- 
ciation,  after  due  notification. 

2.  Any  meml>er  leaving  the  city  with 
the  intention  of-  residing  permanently  else* 
where>  shall  have  hia  name  erased  from  the 
roll,  unless  he  notifies  the  Association  of  his 
desire  to  continue  a  member. 

ARTICLE  XVI.— wiTHHOLDiNt;  or 

DAMAOINd    PROPERTY. 

Sec.  1.  Any  member  who  shall  retain, 
without  authority,  money  or  projKjrty  be- 
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loiijifing  to  the  Association,  after  beiii^  noti- 
tied  to  Imnd  over  tlie  savne  to  the  pro|>er 
otticer,  shall  be  8U8i)en<Je(l  juj  a  member  for 
a  fortnight,  and  if  at  the  ei.d  of  that  time* 
the  money  or  |)ro|)erty  l»e  not  returned,  he 
shall  l>e  liable  to  expulsion. 

•2.  Any  member  damaging  proi>erty  of 
the  Association  shall  >)e  dealt  with  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  1  of  this  Article. 

ARTICLE  XVII.— HNJ><. 

rec.  1.  For  leaving  the  room  without 
j>ermis8ion  ef  the  Chairman,  a  member  shall 
l)e  fined  ten  cents. 

•2.  For  insulting  another  mem>)er,  or 
refusing  to  come  to  order  when  called  oM 
by  the  Chairman,  a  member  shall  be  fined 
twenty-five  cents. 

3.  Any  officer  who  absents  himself  from 
two  consecutive  meetings  at  roll  call  of 
officers  shuU  be  fined  fifty  cents— unless  he 
furnisliL's  a  satit<factory  excuse. 
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4.      The  CliHiimati  m1)u11  dt'cide  the  liahil 
ity  of  u  member  to  be  fiiicl  under  this  Ar- 
ticlr;  but   a   majority   of  the  meeting  may 
t;\('nse  the  uavmentof  anv  rine. 

ARTK   LE    Will.  -MTKRATl  UK    AM.

At  each  me€^tin<^a  proj^rammeof  Literary 
and  Musical  Exercises  sliall  be  carried  out,.

ARTICLE  XIX.— FrNERALs. 

V\)6n  the  decease  of  anv  member  who 
has  been  three  months  connected  with  the 
Association,  a?vl  who  is  in  good  standing 
at  the  time  of  decease,  being  made  known 
to  the  President,  he  shall  direct  the  Re' 
ording  Secretary  to  notify  the  Association 
of  the  day  and  hour  at  which  the  funeral 
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will  take  place;  and  all  members  who  can 
conveniently  attend  such  funeral  shall  <lo 
'^t),  wearing  an  emblem  of  mourning  ap- 
prover! of  by  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XX.— KELicjious  duties. 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  every 
member  should  approach  the  Sacraments 
of  Penance  and  the  Blessed  Eucharest  nt 
least  twice  a  year. 

ARTICLE    XXI.  -  AMKNDMENTS. 

Sec.  1.  No  motion  to  alter,  amend,  or 
add  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  di.scussed 
unless  a  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  at 
the  previous  meeting;  and  a  two-thirds  ma- 
jority of  the  membeis  present  shall  ho 
necessary  for  the  adoption  of  such  altera- 
tion, amendment,  or  addition. 

2.  Any  Article  or  Section,  except  Sec. 
I  of  this  Article,  may,  however,  be  sus- 
pendeil  for  oUr?  evening  by  u  two*thirds 
vote. 
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ARTICLE  XXII.-HM.S. 

<ec.  1.  The  tuiuls  of  this  Ass^ociiitioii 
shall  he  appiopiiated  as  folh)WS-.  1st,  For 
the  re«,nilar  tieoessary  expenses  of  the  Asso- 
ciation; 2u(l,  For  such  other  purposes  a^^ 
two-thirds  .f  the  ujembers  present  at  any 
re^nilar  n.eetin«r  may  determine;  hut  in  un 
,.;ise  shall  the  sum  appropriated  exceed  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  unless  one  week's  notice 
he  «'iven  «)f  such  contemi.lated  action. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1.  The  Chairman  shall  not  make  or 
second  any  motion,  nor  shall  he  vote 
on  any  question  except  in  case  of  a  tie. 

2.  When  a  member  speaks,  or  offere  a 
motion,  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and 
respectfully  address  the  €hair. 

3  When  two  or  more  members  rise 
at  the  same  time  the  Chairman  shall 
decide  who  has  the  floor. 

4  When  a  menaber  is  called  to  order 
he  'shall  take  his  seat  till  the  point  is 

decided.  ,    „  ^  j  ^        a 

5.  A  motion  shall  be  seconded,  and 
afterwards  repeated  from  the  Chair, 
before  it  is  debated. 

6.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
twice  on  any  subject,  nor  wore  than  ten 
Tiinutes  each  time. 

7.  A  member  who  shall  have  made  a 
motion  may,  by  consent  of  the  sec- 
onder, withdraw  or  alter  it  before  it  is 
discussed;  but  the  consent  of  the  meet- 
ing shall  be  necessary  if  the  debate  has 
commenced. 
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8.  When  a  question  is  un^er  debate, 
the  only  motions  in  order  shall  be:  1st, 
to  amend;  2nd,  to  amend  an  amend- 
ment; 3rd,  to  adjourn:  4th,  to  he  on  the 
table;  5th.  the  previous  question;  6th, 
to  postpone;  7th,  to  refer  to  a  commit- 
tee;  8th,  to  divide  a  motion. 

9.  It  shall  be.at  the  discretion  of  the 
Chairman  to  put  or  not  put  a  motion 
when  an  amendment  of  the  nature  of  a 
full  and  distinct  proposition  is  carried; 
and  the  same  principle  shall  be  applied 
when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment 
of  the  same  nature  is  carried. 

10.  A  motion  of  adjournment  shall 
take  precedence  of  all  other  business, 
and  shall  be  put  to  he  meeting  without 
debate  or  amendment. 

11.  When  the  previous  question  is 
moved  and  seconded  it  shall  be  put  in 
this  form:  "Shall  the  main  que^-tion  be 
now  put?"  if  this  be  carried,  all  further 
debate  or  amendments  shall  be  pre- 
cluded, and  the  question  put  without 
delay,  commencing   with  the   amena- 

ment  (if  any)  first,  and  concluding  with 

the  original  motion. 
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12.  A  motion  of  reconsideration  si  all 
not  be  in  order  unless  made  by  a  mem- 
ber who  had  previously  voted  with  the 
majority. 

18.  A  motion  affecting  the  funds  to 
the  extent  of  ten  dollars  or  more' shall 
not  be  in  order  unless  notice  of  such 
motion  be  given  at  the  previous  meet- 
ing. 

it.  When  the  Chairman's  decision  of 
the  result  of  a  vote  is  questioned,  the 
Recording  Secretary  shall  couot  the 
votes  and  report  to  the  Chair  the  num- 
ber of  afBrmative  and  .negative  votes. 

15.  All  cases  not  provided  for  by  the 
Constitution  or  Rules  of  Order,  or  not 
regulated  by  precedent,  shall  be  decid- 
ed according  to  Cushing's  Manual. 

16.  All  final  reports  of  Committees 
shall  be  submitted  in  writing,  signed  by 
at  least  a  majroity  of  the  committee. 
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RULES  OF  LIBRARY. 


1.  The  library  .shall  be  open  for  the 
(listiibution  of  books  ?ni(»nt?  the  mem- 
beip,  and  the  reception  of  books  from 
them,  at  every  regular  meeting  of  the 
Afisociation,  from  the  hour  of  openinji 
till  10  o'clock.

! library  at  a  time,  nor  sIk'.H  any  mem- 
ber having  a  book  out  leceive  another 
until  he  re' urns  tlie  former  one. 

4.  Any  meniber  indebted  to  tne  As- 
s(  ciation  in  the  sum  of  thirty  s  x  cents 
«»r  more  shall  not  have  access  to  the 
Library. 

5.  If  a  member  shall  keep  a  book  out 
(»f  thi*  Library  for  a  longer  period  than 
a  month,   he   shall   pay  a  flue  of  ']>ii 
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Cents  for  each  week  he  keeps  it  over 
that  time. 

b.  Any  member  who  may  lose  or 
damage  any  book  belonging  to  the  Lib- 
rary shall  pay  to  the  Librarian  the  value 
of  the  book  so  lost  or  damaged.  Should 
the  book  be  one  of  a  set.  he  shall  pro- 
cure a  new  copy  or  pay  for  the  whole 
set;  and  such  member  shall  not  have 
access  to  the  Library  until  such  claims 
for  loss  or  damage  to  the  book  »hall 
have  been  settled.
